During the late raid of Qanersl Hunter in 
the Virginia Valley, the bronze ststue of 
Wsshiogton, erected in 1788. tbe first evsr 
CBSt of the Father of his Conntijr, was stolen 
from Lexington, and in a birtiken form was 
trsDsporfed-to Wheeling. Tbe tablet was 
broken in three pieces. It bore the inscrip. 
tion: 

''Tbe General Assembly of the Common- 
wealth of Virgin}* havf «avaed this ststae 
to be erepted ss .a..moaBment of sffsotion 
and gratitado to Oeoiga Waabington, who, 
noitiog to the endowmenta of the hero the 
▼irtoss of the patriot, and uniting both in 
[ establishing tho liberties of his country, has 
endeared his name to hia fellow-cltiaens, 
and given to the world an immottal exam- 
ple of true glory." "Done in the year of 
Christ 1778, and in tha. joar of lba Com- 
monwealth the I2th," . . 

The Emperor: fl^^ieleen, in his wars 
sfisinst a foreign enemy, rpoeived the oen- 
sare of-^sAl historians for aoiiohiag Franos 
with works of art, taken tn^. the i^alacea 
and the cities be had eonc(aered; bat Napo- 
leon never removed a statue erected by a 
grateful people to any of their illustrious 
dead. That act of utter infamy is reserved 
fur an American general in this the noon 
time of the nineteenth Century . The State 
of Virginia had erected this statda to her 
own son, whom she gave to tbe Bevolotion 
whioh gave birth to tha BepaUio^ Sho had 
selected tbe spot for fta efoetioa where her 
State Military Academy was placed, to the 
end that her sons might dfsw inspiration 
from bis wisdom and patriotisni from his 
virtues. The Military Academy was given 
to the torch and was burued to the ground. 
The statue of Washington was taken from 
its peiiesial and feloniously carried away, as 
no doubt would hava been his hones bad 
tbey been buried there. This was done by 
the commMd of an offioer •beariog a com- 
mission In the eervior of Uie Bepablic 
Washington had formsd. Althongh the 
statue was erected by tbe commonweslth 
which g.we Washington birth, and which 
he 60 loved, to perpetuate her pride iu her 
noblest son, in whose bosom his ashes slopt , 
yet she gladly bailed bim as tbe Father of 
his Country, and the people of every State 
in the Confederacy called him by that 
ptoad title. The stealing of the statae was 
an act of vandalism without earthly eioase 
it is a theft that nothing can paliate— dis- 
graceful to the age, and doubly so to the 
country which will suffer such a sacrilege to 
go unwhippad of justice. It will give the 
author of tbe theft a namo, and it will. In 
history, associate itself with Washington, 
but, like that of tbe youth who, for the sake 
of an infamous immortAlity, fired the 
Ephesiau Temple, it is such a fame tbat 
good men would shrink from enjoy ing. In 
tbe world's history it is witaont a parallel, 
and oor hope is that it may remain ao.

Lientenant. Seresigoed biaeommission in 
April, 1861, and was appoihted a Brigadier 
General in the Soathern army. For a long 
time he served in Lee's army, and, on be- 
ing promoted Major General, was assigned 
to command tha Third divitlon of lung- 
street's corps.

The Fight at Petersbarsh. 

HEADQOABTsaa, Armt.ov tkb Potomao, 
July 30,-9 P. M. — After the axploaion. at 
an early hoar tbia morning, aTerythlog be- 
tokened a brilliant victory, bot aeon after 
matters asanmed a different aspeet. part of 
tbe attackiog force baviog given away, tbaa 
exposing tbe balance to an eufiladiog fire 
from both artillery and infantry. Tha pro- 
gramma was as follows: The mine waa to 
be exploded at 3 A M. and the batteries 
open at once along the entire line. Imme- 
diaUly aftet the awlosion the 9tb Corps 
waa to <£af)K Molted by tbe 18th 'od 
Avars' divirtoi of tte 6th 0«rpe,and tbe 8d 
Division of the aaOoipi. The^Mterpart 
of the arrangement wee eerrfed oat eaoraer* 
ed, although the commencemeot was ietar 
than the hour designated, on account of the 
fuse giving out twice. The explosion final- 
ly took place aj precisely forty minutes paat 
4- tbe roar of artillery that immediately 
followed waa almoat deafening. At 5 30 
tha charge waa mail a, and the fort, wftb a 
part of the liae on aacb side, waa carried in 
imoat brilliaat atyia. The 2d Diviaion, 
wbieh waaia the eeoire, adeeoeed and car 
riad the second line, e abort diatwaee beyond 
tbe fort, and bete reated, holding their 
grourd with tbe utmost detarminetioo. 

It wai at this time the colored division 
under command of Brig Gen. White waa 
pushed forward and ordered to charge and 
carry tbe crest ot the hill, which would 
have decided the contest. "The troops ad- 
vanced in good order aa far aa the first line 
where they received a galling fire which 
cheeked tbem, and altboogb qoite a num- 
ber kept on edvenetng the n iea t er portion 
seemed to beeome utterly demorallaed. part 
of them taking refnga in tha fort, and the 
balance running to tbe rear as fast aa poeai- 
ble. 

They were rallied, and again pushed for- 
ward but without auccess, the greater part of 
their ofi^ars t>eiog killed or wounded. — 
During tbia Ume tbej aaemed to be withoot 
any one to manage tbem and finally ibey 
fell liaek to tbe rear oot of the reefe of tbe 
enemy's canister and niMketty which 
were plowing tbrongh their ranks. Their 
losaee are very heavy particularly in office ra, 
as wiil be seen by the following fignres: 23d 
U. S., colored, 15 officers killed, and wound- 
ed, 400 men, includiog the mlaaing; 28tb 
U. 8 , colored, 11 officers and about 150 men 
killed, wounded and raissins: 27th U. 3., 
colored, 6 officers and about 150 men killed, 
woaodei^e'"^ missing; 29th U. S., colored, 
8 officeraeod abont 375 men killed, wound- 
ad and mlaaing; 31si U. Su, oolored, 7 offi 
cere aod about 200 men killed, woooded 
and mis.-ing; 43d U. S., oolored, 6 officera 
and a large Dumber of man killed, wounded 
and missing; 39th U. S , colored, aeveral 
officera and about 250 men, killed, wound- 
ed and missing. 

Tha loss in the second division of tha 9th 
eorpa, Geo. Sbdlie commanding, was very 
aevere, aod iaaatimated from 1000 to 1200, 
while many make the figures larger. Among 
the missing I regret to annoonoe the name 
of Gen. Bartlett; he succeeded io reaehing 
the Fort with bis command but having ac- 
cidentally luokeo his cork leg, he was un- 
able to get off tbe field; ho, however, held 
posseaaion of tha ground for several hours, 
and only aorrandOTed wlien all hope o* as- 
cape waa gone. 

Some two bandred men. l}otb black and 
white, were with him at the time, a few of 
whom mansgod to get liaek to oor linae.— 
Nearly all of General Bartlatt'a etaff were 
eaptnred at the aame time. Colonel Mar- 
shall, commanding tbe 2d Brigade of this 
Division, was also taken prisoner, with 
several of his ataflF; also Co). Wild of tbe 
56th Ma8«achusetts, reported a prisoner. — 
Colonel Gould, of the 59th Mass., lost a leg; 
Major Braxton, of the 179th New Tork, 
elao loat a leg; Lieat. Colonel Barney, of 
the 2d Pa., waa wonnded; Maj. Prescott, 
67tb Mass., was killed; Lient. Col. Ross, of 
the 3l8t U. 9. colored, lost a leg. This Di- 
v:sion having been a great deal in advance 
of the rest oi the line, i eld its pjsitiun for 
several hours, bot was finally compelle-i to 
fall back, 8ufi"ering severely. While doing 
so the iosaio the first and third Divisions 
waa alao aerere; the latter have 400 in the 
hoapiUl. Tha 18th eorpa occupied part ol 
the line on the rigbt, bot their loss was not 
very great. We took about 260 priaonera, 
moaily Sooth Carolioiant, and fiva baUle- 
fiaga. All q niat tbie momiflg. San day , 81 . 

The Killiko of Gin.^nH Mallobt— Th« 
Party Ch.miged witu ths Killing Bk- 
LEASED. — Our riaders are no doubt familiar 
with the killing of the Hon. Gibson Mallo- 
ry, on the Bardstown pike, last Toeeday 
night, the particulars of which were given 
in the Democrat the followiag day. Snb- 
aeqnently, J. House, of eoapany D. Ninth 
Pensylvaoia cavalry, was arreated, charged 
with the killing of Mr. Mallory. At the 
time of the arrest he did not deny tbe kil- 
ling, but averred that he waa under positive 
orders from Lieut. Gyrer, who had com- 
mand of the men. House, after his arrest, 
was sent to the barracks and placed under 
confinement. A further investigation of tbe 
case by the military eathoritiea developed 
tbe following facts, aa we have been inform 
ed by Col. Pairleigb . eomnuader of tbe post: 
Honse, who was under the eommand of tbe 
officer of the gaard above named, waa ata- 
tioned on the Bardstown pike, about one 
mile beyond the first toll-gate, with instrnc- 
tionato allow no one to pass.

To tbe teachers of tbe Common Schools of 
Looiiville I can only give my owe experi- 
ence. I am fifty years of age, and have 
spent forty- five years of that time in the 
schoolroom; was educated at the University 
of Virginia, and at the best preparatory 
schools in that vicinity. I have been 
teaching in Mayaville ainee 1832 and in 
connection with tha Mayaville Seminary, as 
Principel, ainee June, 1835. Oar aojool 
baa always had two departmente, male end 
female, in separate rooma, bnt ao located 
thateach is nnder the immediate supervision 
of the Principal. Tha ages of the papila 
range from twelve to twenty-five. Males 
and females recite in tbe same classes, but 
have their appropriate seata separate from 
each other; in thi* way a wholesome spirit 
of emulation ia awakened, which is never 
felt a purely male or female school. But 
the most imporUnt faatnra ia the moral in- 
fluence which ia exerts over tbe sexea Ae- 
eociated together aa they are from day to 
day in the same aoholaatic ezeraiaas, they 
sre brought to look upon each other as mem- 
bers of the same family, engaged in the same 
great work of mental nod moral improve- 
ment. In a period of thirty years, with a 
achool varying from eighty to one humlred 
papila, about ao equal number of each sex, 
I have not yet observed any ill conse- 
quences resulting from their association, but 
have, from year to year, become more fully 
convinced that no plan is ao well calculated 
to Becure correct babiU of study, proper 
discipline, refined manners, and good morals. 
Such in brief is my own experience ou the 
aobject.
